Road group to lobby? 


BELLE GLADE-Members of the 
Canal Hazards Safety Committee 
met in a called session Friday 
Afternoon and considered the pos- 
sibility of hiring а professional 
lobbyist to pursue the committee's 
goal.of four-laning SR80: 

Elizabeth Wolfe, a free lance 
lobbyist who lives in Tallahassee 
but is a former resident of Palm 
Beach County, was introduced to 
the members present by Charles 
Trammel and Jane Lawrence of 
Media Arts, a West Palm Beach 
firm which does business with 
Everglades Federal Savings and 
Ісай Association. 

Cómmittee Chairman Marvin 
Unwin said he couldn't commit the 
committee to hiring Ms. Wolfe but 
he would relay her information to 
the other members during the next 
regular meeting. 

M s. Wolfe-said she would work 
part time for the committee at.a 
rate somewhere between a mini- 
mum of $10 and a maximum of $30 
per hour, "depending on what kind 
of time you're talking about." 

She said she isn't sure yet what 
kind of lobbying is needed but 
speculated: it would probably ım- 
volve more keeping up on the 

project at the Department of 
Transportation level. than. with 
attempting to persuade legislators 
of the need for completing the 


road. E 
She, said she has been told by 


DOT sources the committee is the 
only group in the state interested 
in the job. “You're going to have to 
put some dollars into political 
efforts,” she said. "You dont get a 
lot of clout with the governor 
unless you have aesope- who 


stays inquisitive.” 

She also suggested it might be 
wortwhile to set up an indepen- 
dent political action group to 
work as a parallel organization. 

Ms. Lawrence said she is inter- 
ested in SR 80 because she has to 
drive over it every week, "and I'm 
céncerned about the health of my 
children's mother." 

She said she is willing to do 
anything she can,in cooperation 
with the committee. “She has 
already produced some public 
service announcements which have 
been aired over television and said 
she has been told by media in West 
Palm Beach they are willing to 
help too. 

Committee members had heard 
earlier in the day during the Palm 
Beach County Legislative Delega- 
tion's meeting from State Rep. 
Tom Lewis had found out that 
morning the first phase of the 13 
mile project of SR 80 east of 
Hooker Highway to US 98 will go 
to bids in April and construction 
will probably begin in August. 

Lewis said thenext phase, which 
includes the paving of the road, 
will probably go to bids in 1979.

“The proposed revisions of Chapters 
17-3, 17-4 and 17-6, do not have substantial 
adverse impact on existing economic 
activities, and, therefore, will not result in a 
known loss of any present employment 
opportunities anywhere within the state,'" 
the statement reads. 

The economic impact statement, however, 
according to the author, who was present for 
the seminar, applied only to the change 
between the existing rule and the proposed 
rule. He said no such impact statement was 
required for the original rule. 

And that, according to several agricultural 
leaders at the seminar, is what makes the 
impact statement misleading to the point of 
being useless. 

The 118-page document purports to show 
what the costs to the economy will be with 
the adoption of the rule change but nowhere 
in the statement is any reference made to 
agriculture. 

When State Senator Curtis Peterson, a 
member of the Senate Agriculture Commit- 
tee, pointed out that in a quick scan of the

Agriculture, on the'other hand, is totally ignored so far as 
an analysis of the economic impact goes.- 

Compare that with the statement by Phil Parsons, a man in 
the know who has been keeping up with the rule change all 
along, that it would cost agriculture a conservative estimate of 
$500 million co

It goes like this- en the state's water quality rules were 
first adopted back in the late 1960s, there was no requirement 
for an economic impact statement and agriculture was 
originally not bound by the rules anyway. 

Agriculture now comes under the DER regulations and 
although an economic impact statement is required DER staff 
economists are only required to show the economic impact of 
the changed rule. 

And that, even if one agrees with the hypothesis DER isn't 
legally required to show the impact on agriculture, makes the 
Statement meaningless so far as farmers go. Ў 

This гше, applied to farmers and enforced as it is expected 
to be, could mean the death knell for agriculture, particularly 
in the Glades. 

It doesn't actually ban backpumping, for instance, but it 
does require standards for discharges into Lake Okeechobee 
which would cost the industry the. half _ billion dollars 
previously mentioned before they could be met. 

The eighth and final draft of the rule change doesn't, for 
instance, speak to the reclassification of canals in the 
Everglades Agricultural Area to an Agricultural designation, 
although DER has long since promised to consider the 
changes. . 

And these canals, bear in mind, were originally dug for the 
dual purpose of flood conirol and agricultural water 
management іп an area set aside for agriculture by the 
county, the state and the U.S. Congress, not to: provide a 
ready-made source of drinking water for a burgeoning, 
Johnny-come-lately urban areas on the coast. 

A panel of DER officials said during a seminar in 
Gainesville last week that all the waters in the state which 
weren't demonstrably otherwise were originally designated 
Class III for recreation and wildlife...and went on to say they 
still don't really know a good definition for secondary and 
tertiary canals, the only bodies of watér in the state which are 
now designated for agricultural use. Théy offered no real 
hope for reclassification any time in the near future. 

Then they fell back on the statement there would be no 

preciable economic impact on agriculture.

It's too early . 


One fact is becoming increasingly clear in the Lake 
Okeechobee Fisheries Utilization and Management Pro- 
gram...it’s too early and not enough data has yet been 
fathered to generate decisions that would end it. 

Supporters are citing evidence of larger fish in selected age 
groups of speckled perch than before the program began. 
Those opposed say that’s fine, but they can’t catch any of. 
them. 

Specks seem to be the most crucial of the species being 
harvested in the program, which -began about a year and a 
half ago. It doesn't appear that large numbers of bass 
fishermen are opposed to the harvest of all but their favorite 
quarry. 

But there is a group of speck fishermen who are doing all 
that is within their power to see the program brought to an 
abrupt halt. "s 

Everybody admits this year's speck seas. . thus far hasn't 
been nearly as good as a year ago. Or as the season two years 
ago. Many say the cool weather this year has lowered the 
lake's water temperature and as a consequence, specks 
haven't spawned as they did last year. Others say the present 
high water levels have an impact on the sports fishing. 

Data supplied by the Game, Commission states the harvest 
of speckled perch was about 200. per cent greater than the 
minimum recommended.harvest. That word minimum is 
important. Although the catch was greater than anticipated, it 
doesn't mean the commercial fisherman's haul was out of 
line. No maximum has yet been established. 

The big catch of specks could be because there were more 
of these fish in the lake than biologists thought or that they 
are more susceptable to commercial harvest than believed. 
Work is being done on the matter. 

The first year saw about 8.5 million pounds of fish taken 
from the lake. The first 15 months saw the figure rise to over 
11 million pounds. This is well under the goal of 22 million 
pounds annually, which biologists say can be sustained 

ndefinately without harming the resource. 

The program has resulted in an additional $5 million to 
local economies through the sales of fish alone. And as the 
fish schools move around the lake, the commercial fishermen 
follow, thus spreading their purchases through all the lake's 
communities. } 

The 11 million pounds of fish that has been removed as of 
December should have .a beneficial effect on the lake. By 
removing those fish, the nutrients stored within their bodies 
have also been removed. If they had not been harvested, 
millions of pounds of them would have died from natural 
causes, thus releasing the nitrogen, phosphorus, carbon, and 
other elements they have used in the process of living back 
into the water through decay. у 

"The Game Commission.is doing everything it can to utilize 
all the fish taken from the lake, but about 60 per cent of the 
rough and undersized fish still wind up in sanitary landfills. 

There are other problems.with the program. Haul seines 
are the most effective tool for the harvest of gizzard shad and 
каг. Of the tén haul seine permits first issued, only three 
remained active and at least two of those may soon cease 
operations. - 

Therefore, the harvest of shad has not been nearly as good - 
as it should be: It is hoped that proper utilization can be made 
of these fish that will result in at least some fishermen trying 
to catch more of them. F

don't believe the industry could stand that."’ 


Parsons-pointed out to growers present at 
the meeting they need to infornf the public 
that agriculture has no problem living with 
the requirements set by DER for drinking 
water. The problem comes in the added 
restrictions imposed for wildlife, particularly 
fish, which presumably can't live in water 
considered fit for human consumption. 

Parsons said agriculture could live with 
the original rule on water but there are 
several inclusions in the new rule which 
cause problems, including: 

* "We can't live with the new rule 
because we feel it imposes restrictions we 
feel are unreasonable." He gave as an 
example the demand that dissolved oxygen 
in discharges must be at a minimum of four 
milligrams per liter, a level which can't be 
reached at the point of discharge but which 
is quickly reached in the lake. 

* The mixing zones in the new rule are 
specilic and inadequate compared to a 
"'reasonàble'' sized zone in the old wording. 

* Mixing zones are restricted to exclude' 
"nursery areas" which might include some 
plants normally thought of as weeds. 

* Pesticide limits have been placed which 


- are so stringent Parsons said they may not 


be able to be measured. ‘‘The problem with 
this is that the burden of proof is-on the 
applicant.” 

* Many waters which farmers think 
should be designated as agricultural waters 
are still classified for recreation and wildlife. 

Riley Miles, of the Florida Water Users 
Association, said during the seminar he felt 
all the canals in the Everglades Agricultural 
Area should be designated for agricultural 
use rather than recreation and wildlife, 
"since they were dug and developed for 
flood control and agricultural water manage- 
ment, (although) there have been some 
Johnny-come-latelies who latched 'onto the 
situation for a water supply.” 

Vicki Tschinkel, assistant secretary of 
DER. who headed up the DER officials 
contingent at the seminar, wound up i 
summary of the meeting by saying DER 
intends to work with agriculturalists in the 
enforcement of the rule but, ‘‘agriculture is 
approaching the dawn of environmental 
regulation already faced by industry.''

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An innovative program of fish 
management on Lake Okeechobee 
is now almost mid-way through its 
initial three-year "trial" phase and 
officials familiar with it say the 
program.is fulfilling. the role for 
which it is intended. 

It's called the Lake Okeechobee 
Fisheries Utilization and Manage- 
ment Program and Lothian Ager 
of Okeechobee, biologist, and pro- 
ject leader for the rida Game
